Thou {halt underftand, that the beginning oi Pell^^itaf 
is one CakvoII or more tbatcometh upon the Ycard-the whic£ 
feemeth to be of little importance, becaufe they are hql|^n:. 
^^h eafe, but within ten,-or fifteen daies after they are whote, , 
trcre mheome a certaine alteration in the-throate,which wia 
notfuffer him to fwallow his meat, which doth indure com¬ 
monly eight or ten daies, and fo goe away by it felfe without 
any medkine, and in that time the hake js mortified, and 
J^heri witmfi.two or three moneth^he haire-will fall : fo that 
' P f this 
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this is the caufe why they cannot be help’d when they fall away, 
for the time was palTed before;,and the rootes mortified. There¬ 
fore if thou wilt keep thy felf from running into fuch a great 
danger, thou maieft do it eafily if thou take- i^ in thhe : and 
the reinedie is this. When you have had any of thefe Carvoli, 
and that after there cometh an alteration in tlie thro ate, 
then prelently purge, and ufe a defenfive undion that the haire 
may not mortifie. sYou fnall purge him nine-dayes eve^ 
morning with our Siyupo Afagifirale, and fall thereon four 
houres. The dofe is from | iii. to 5 vi. that being done, you 
fhatl give him di. of Elen:Hano Angelica, according to the 
recept, and in the mean time annoint all his face and head with' 
pur and doing thus, it is not poffible that the 

haire fhould fall off. This is a fecret, the which few men have 
known, and never written of any before this time^ and is of fo 
great importance, that it were necelTarie to be known for an 
univerfall health, that every man might keep himfeif from 
this difeafe.

^ He Scabbes that come through the Pox, are of divers fortS; 
A as you may fee by experience : yet all may be helped with 
one order of medicine, becaufe they proceed of no other thing 
then of the evill difpofition ©f that difeafe. And thefe moft 
commonly do proceed and comeafter and this is the 

cure- You fhall give him out Soluble Sirrup every morning 
warm, with two ounces of AAel Rofarum^^nd lay him down to 
fweat, and cover him well, and then at night annoint him with 
Vuguento dlLithargiro^ztid thus doing five, or fix daies, he ftiall 
Be helped.

S wellings, which ufe to come to man, are called Tumours a- 
gainft nature, and may come of diyers caufes, as by cold, 
and they do caufe inflammations without paine,and moft com¬ 
monly they come in the articular parts ; There are others 
which are caufed ofhdt humours,and thofe are called RifepeB .: 
There are other that come of the Pox, and thefe come in the 
head, and on the legges and armes, and are of evill digeftion,, 
becaufe they are engendered of corrupt, vifcous, and crude 
humours. You fhal! underftand that thefe three kindes do dif¬ 
fer in qualitie, and are aifo helped with fundry medicines. 
Thofe that come of cold, are windie humours,and may be hel¬ 
ped with bathes of hearbes,and hot undions that have virtue to 
diifolve the wind. The hearbes to make the bath , are thefe: 
Nettles j Mallowes, Pelletory of the wall. Bran and Alhes, and 
make thereof a bathand then annoint them with our Oleum 
Philofophorum, made of Turpentine and Wax. Thofe that 
come of hot humours, you fliall wafli with Aqua Vita, becaufe 
it openeth the pores , and dilfolveth that heat. Thofe that 
are come of the Pox, are evill to. heale,. and bis cure muft be 
with great-purging-. and the chiefeft thing that you can give 
him, is-Qur potion of Lignum becaule it doth make thin 
thofe- grofs humours, and diffolve thefwellings, if it be taken 
according to the order of the recept, the which is'written in 
this Book. And fo with^his order thou fhalt help them per- 
fedly. / . : i :

A CheSjthat come to divers parts of the Bodies,do fpring of

T He Cough cometh divers a.nd fundry waies to the Bro- 
mack, as hy cold, and^that is one of the mod common 
caufes that may be, and is of fmall importance, becaufe it will 
goe away of it felfe without medicine. There is another kind 
of Cough that troubleth much old folke, and that is of a Ga- 
tarrhous humoun The^third Mhd of Cough written of by us, 
is that which cometh to-thofe that-have the Fever - 
Alfo there is another kind- which is caufed of the French Pox. 
And thefe are the foure kindes of Coughes tfet do commonly 
happen vntomen and women. Theiirft kind of Cough that 
happeneth unto man through cold, is eaiie to be helped,for na¬ 
ture of it felf will help it without any other helpe ; butif thou 
wilt hejpe; nature thou maieft with eafe, and that fhallbe with 
eating drie and apperatiue meates, and drinking good wine, 
and fo the Cough will goe away quickly. But the Cough which 
cometh to old foll^ is caufed of Si Catarrhaus humour,whicli 
is nothing elfe but debilitie of nature, for lack of naturall heat, 
which caufetb the ftomack that it cannot digeft his raeate 
in filch order as it fhould, but ingendreth thofe Superfluous 
humours,that caufe the Cough. And this muft be helped with 

keep- 
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keeping of diet; that is,to eat little meat, and tonfe thing 
that warm the ftomack and/ help digeftion, and this thou 
(halt doe in this order. Take 3. ii. of owt Aromatico, which 
hath vertue to evacuate the ftomack, and then ufe our

'T'He Fever f^tidian or continual! Fever, or any other kind 
whatfoeverj do proceed onely of two principall caufes,that 
is, of corruption and putrefadion, as you may perceive how 
■that'k^en the Fever isentred, the Patient is all corrupted, 
beginning at the ftomack, the which is firft corrupted. For 
proof you may alwaics fee thatalfoonas aman is lick,pre- 
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ientlyheioofeth tis appetite and cannot eat; afterward it 
corrupteth the blood, for by experience,ifyou iet them blood, 
it is alwaies found corrupted, and not as it is in a found 
Isodie. It corrupteth alfo the fenfes, fo that the iick is not lia¬ 
ble fenced, nor cannot fleep, or reft by any means whilft he 
hath that accident. That it is caufed ;aifQ of Putrifadion 
you may fee by them that have theFever. Tor alwaies when 
the Fever cometh, prefently the ftc mack doth putrifie,aad fpit- . 
teth forth filthy fpittle: Alfo it doth putrifie the hodie, becapfe 
their Excrements that they void are putrified and ftinkingmore 
then others, and their Urine putrified and akerated from his 
natural! courfe. Then feeing the Fevef is caufed of corruption 
and putrifadion,there are four things neceffarie fobe done in 
the cure thereof. The firft is, to evacuate the ftomack: The fe- 
cond,to purge by urine: The third,to evacuate the bodie: And 
the fourth is, to purge by fweat: Which four operations may 
be done one after another with great eafe, and will reftore 
the Patient to his health. Butyou (hail underftand, that all 
cannot be holp, for that God almightie hath made us to die, 
and when that time cometh, medicines will doe no good, but 
if that tirue be not yet come,bythehelp of God, withthefc 
Medicines he ftiall be reftored to his former health. The firft 
thing, asl faidjisto take avomit, which doth evacuate the 
ftomack of choler and flegm,that doth much offend the bodie 
difeafed: After that, evacuate the, bodie with thofe things 
that the Phyfician thinketh moft convenient for tliatpurpofe, 
for there be many purgations to diflblve the body, and to 
evacuate malign humours: After that, make him purge by 
urine. Fourthly, and laft of all, give him medicines that o- 
pen the pores i and that provoketh fweat. And thus with 
thefe four operations, . the moft part ftiali be holp of that 
infirmitie with great eafe, and in Ihort time.: Ahd as I have 
faid,this isamofttrue Orderthatnever. failetft,except (as 1; 
faid before) when the Lord will caU them. And as forthefe 
medicinesj you ftiall find them written, in this book ffeverally

Ifind it may come of infinite caufes, as aforefaid. There is 
oneiindthat cometh through the weakneffe of nature it felfj: 
and that beginneth to defiroy the Lunges, and that kkid lfind 
to be incurable, becaufe it is caufed oL the. evil! nature of the' 
man, and not through any accident, and in that cafe I -beleeve; 
it cannot be diffolved by any meanes. Alfo there are many 
other HeHicki caufed of the French-Pox, of which I Tiave feen 
and cured an infinite, and they are eafie to cure : For curing ' 
the Pox, the Fever wiil.be diffolved.

dereth that alteration, and when his fit cometh, the blood 
doth alter,and the veins fwell, and the blood doth come forth 
at the proper mouthes of the veins, and fo they fpit it forth ; 
and when they fpit hiood, it is the beginning of the Fever 
HeClic^, the which when it is confirmed,is Uncurable and mor^ 
tall: But if thou wilt take it at the beginning when they fpit 
blood, it may be helped with eafe, and-that thou (halt doc 
with giving them three or four times of our Pkiio/opha- 
le twelve grains, with halfean ounc^ of Sugar Rofate^-tvtr:^ 
third day once; that being done, let him take every morning 
CHI of Vitriol iiii. grains, with Julep of Violets i. becaufc 
there is no better medicine in the world that difpofeth the al¬ 
teration of the blood, then ovx Petra P/?#7oy©;)We, and the oil 
of Vitriol mittigateth the heat and extinguiiheth the aeci-: 
dent. You fliall note, that this which I have written is not 
underftood of many as I uriderftand it. And likewife the 
Medicines to ufe in that cafe hath not been put in praftife 
of any man, and the caufe is this. That fince Phyfick hath: 
been in ufe untill this time, the Phyficians have not underftood ; 
of oth^then the Theorick, and none they xured of pra- 
dife: and experience, and that is the caufe that fo few have 
fourid the truth.

But when that im 
firmity infedeth inwardly , it worketh thefe effeds: It bring- 
eth Emeroides, pames in the Entrals, Fluxes-of the body, 
continuall fpitting,. Gonorrm, or running of the Reines”, and" 
fuch like effeds. Ail the which eauie difficulty of Urine, 
of the which difficulty;;, there ufeth to ingeiider. the- Stone, 
Gravell, Vifcofity , Stitch in the fide , and di vers other rhif- 
cliiefs very hurtfull unto the body. The difficulty of Urine 
may atfo be caufed of divers other infirmities , as ofa rotten

Ne- 
vertheleffe, in this place, I mean, fomething to difcourfe 
thereof, becaufe that Chirurgions may not be void of fucha 
: noble Secret, to doe them honour in their cure of the like 
difeafe , for there are many troubtedl with that infirmitie : 
You (hall underftand, that this carnofitie is an_ infirmitie 
whofe originall dependeth of the corruption of the French- 
Pox, and to (hew it plainer, it is an Ulcer in the neck of the 
bladder where the Urine entreth into the Yeard, And there¬ 
fore, if thou wilt help that infirmitie, cure-the prfiicipali diSf- 
eafe, and the carnofitie will heal; but if thou wilt cure them 
with the Candle, take that Unguent which is written for the 
carnofitie in the Chapter of the burning of the Urine ; butif

I Mpofthumes in the cies are like certain white bladders that 
come about the nofe, and the matter that is within them is 
like the white of an Egg, and thefe are caufedof humiditie 
and moiftnefs of the he^, and beeaufe they have a confei. 
rence with the head, they are evill to heal; for they turn to 
Watering which, when they come to con¬ 

tinue for ever. But if thou wilt cure them perfeftly that they 
never come again, you muft firft purge the head with our 
Aromatko^ and that; you fhall doe every five daies. once for 
three or four times j that being done, thou (halt annointthc

mundificative: And thefe are two natural! remedies, found 
out by true experience > and doth more good then any other 
that I could find.

The third order is of our invention, and is done in 
this order, that is; Whenfoever a man hath a wound either 
fimple or compound, the firft thing that is to be done therein 
is, to joyn the parts-clofe together, and ftitch them, and drefs 
them with divers forts of drying Medicines, as I will fhew 
thee hereafter in-the cure ofWounds, in fundry parts ofthe 
bodie.

H Aving declared alr^adie what wounds are outwardlyy it 
is neceirary alfo toTbew the true order to cure them with ■ 
as much eafe, and brevitie, as is poffible to be done i 
And firft, I will begin with fimplc wounds that are onely in 
thfe fiefli, without offence of vein, finew or boh^ Although 
thefe forts of wounds are not to be helped with artifice, but 
onely to joyn the parts together, and if it bemeceffary alfo 
to ftitch them, and fo leave it unto Nature, the which in fh-ort 
time will heal it, nevertheleffe iPthbu wilt help it with arti¬ 
fice the^^fafter, you (hall annoint it once a day with' oik of 
Frankincenfe made by Diftillation, as is {hewed in this Book. 
But-ehible wounds where there are veins cut, have need to 
i)e fucebured prefently with ingenious artifice, and perfedt 
Remedies to eafe and heat them with the moft fpeed that can 
be,becaufe the veins may joyn together,■without greater offence 
of the wound, and this Mifterie thou (halt doe in this order: 
The firft is to joyn the wound together quickly, and ftitch 
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it clofe as they ufeto fo,w bags, and not to leave great wide 
flitches as they mofl commonly do ; that being done, drelTe 
it upon the wound with our MagnoiiqHore^vretxing therein a 
cloth, and laying it on as hot as you may fuffcr it, then 
flrew thereupon our fecrct powder, and alfo round 
about it, for chat fubtiliateth the matter that runneth to the 
wound;.and taketh it forth with great eafe, and without pain 
of the wound, and therefore this is one of the mofl fafeft 
Remedies in^that cafe, that Nature with Art can make, and 
hath been proved an infinite of times by me, and al- 
waies have had goodly experiences tliereof.. Aifo underfland 
that thefe wounds, where the bones and linews are cut, have 
nced.of great artifice, for they are of great importance. But 
when there is offence onely of the finews, you (hall 
flitch them prefently ,and-doe as I have faid before of veins 
that werer- cutybut drefle^ them .MagMo Itquore^ but in 

flead of that take Oleum BenediBum, and oil of Frankincenfe, 
of each alike, becaufe thefe Giles doe comfort marvelloufly 
-thofe finews that are cut. If it chance fo,thata finew hada 
pundure,or cut half away, in that cafe it is necefiarie to cut 
it overthw^art, left it flioiild bring a Spafm in the wound. But' 
in cafe afteiwar-d that the bone be offended, and that there 
be feme part to come forth,- it were n-eceflary to leave the 
wound open untill the bone be come forth, and then incar¬ 
nate it; and this thou fliak doe with our Balfamo Artificinto, 
and lay thereon the Cerot of Gedfredo di medl, the which hel- 
pethwith great fpeed. And this is the order wherewith thou 
mayeft help all thofe forts of wounds before named, and the 
defenfive to ufe in thefe wounds is this. Take perfeft Aqm 
•vita made of good Wine, and put therein Hypericon, Milk- - 
folly^ Viticella, Betonie, and with that Inftifion_wec clothes, 
and lay them for a defenfive round about the wound, and 
thou flialt have good fuceeffe. Wounds in the head are hel- 
ped.in the order, as thofe in whom the Sinews are offended. 
There are divers other forts of wounds,which.may behealed 
. with the aforefaid remedies^ as hereafter ftiall be Ihewed.par-

\ yf TOnnds in die head, where there is offence of the brain, 

- V.V. are mo trail: and there is no Phyfician that will take 
them in cure, but he countech them dead men without any 
hope. But I by the grace of God and gift, of Nature, have 
Found the order to cure and heal them in fhort time. I re¬ 
member diat when one was wounded in the head in the fa¬ 
tuous Citie of Naples, yea, although the brain were not hurt, 
But that the skin were cut unto the bone, they counted him 
mortall, but I drefTed them,and clofed their wounds, and help¬ 
ed them in fhort fpace, fo that they wondred thereat; and 
that order I ufed for the fpace of feven yeers that I tarried 
there, and caufed them to walk in the flreets, as it is well 
known unto all thofe that dwell there. And among a num¬ 
ber of other, I cured a Portingall that was called,// Seignior 
.Diego di mena , of whom I took away all the bone of the 
-Iforehead, and every day he came to my lodging to be cu¬ 
red, which 1 did with great fpeed, fo that it eaufed everyone 
to marvell thereat. Afterward I went to Ror^e in the time 
of Pope Paulas the iiii- Carafa, and alwaies I cured in the fame 
order, and did miracles, of which ! call to teftimonie the 
Romanes. And among; the reft, I cured a certain Gentle¬ 
man called M. AleffandorQ-CdiXmot remember his Sirname ) 
who was wounded in. divers places, and I cured him quickly. 
After that! eured,and thatin fhort time, a young man that 
_wasin manner cut in pieces, and of thatjf. facomo da Pe^ 
ragia^ 'M. Aleffandro da Ci-vita^ M. Daltilo Hebrao^ all learned 
'Doftors can teftifie, for-they were prefent. And fuch like 
cures! havealwaies done in Venice ; But among the reft I 
will not leave to write of a great chance, the which is true, and 
•is thus; Thereisin P'mce a rare Poet and Orator and Hi- 
ftoriographer, well known unto the world called M. Dk- 
nigio Antanagk vsho through liis evill deftinie was wounded 
in the head.fo that it penetrated the flefh and the bone^and en- 
tiredhalf a fingej breadth into the brain, and there that ver-

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tuous man fell to the ground as a dead man, and he lifted 
himfelf up to rife, l3Ut he could not, but fell down again, 
and there came a dimnefs over his eyes, with a vomiting and 
and a Fever, and the.blood would not ftint, and he lay in 
extream pains, which were all mortall figns : then I being 
called unto that cureybecanfe he and I were of great famj- 
haritie, and prefentlyl ihut the wound, and put therein our 
Aqua and l.annointed all his head with our Balfamo 

artificiato j that being done, prefently the blood ftenched, and. 
the pain went away, and the night after he took hisrefl:,and 
in the morning the Feverwas alfo gone: After that,l dref- 
fed him mth- Mag^io liquore, wetting clothes therein, and 
upon the clotfe I ftrewed?me powder of Hjpericon : And this 
Medicine I ufed eight daies, in the which time he came forth 
of his bed; and fhortly after he was perfedly whole, and be¬ 
fore fix rapneths were paft, it was fp ficcatrized, that no man 
could perceive any wound. And of this I have to teftimony 
Venice, Rome, Vrhine.^Qaaliey. 2 .xx^ 2^. Italy. . To conclude this 
Chapter, 1 fa^, that wite the afor order, thou mayeft 
cure any luch iort of w:Pund.

on. Yee (hall underftand, thatthis root would be.gathered 
when the Sunne isafarre off; and that the cold time of the 
year doth begin to draw on , for then they are of moft 
force. 


Ch A p. LXIV. 

Of the Olive, his vertfies. : 

T Akecommon Gil, the which is made of the Olive, two 
pound, Frankincenfe one pound. Turpentine one pound, 
diftill them together in a Retort two dayeslong , then fepa- 
fate the oyle from the water, and keep each alone, then take 
forth the Feffes out of the Retort, the which is a miracle of 
Nature, becauTe it ferveth againft all infirmities, where it 
is applyed. It helpeth broaken bones wonderfully, and thefc 
fec^ Ihave found out by experience. There is aifo drawn 
out ofthe wood a liqueur ^ difcention, the which is black of 
colonr, and is bf marvellous yertue againft paines. A little of 
this Oil being mixed with Oil of Sulphur, helpeth all putrified 
and corirofive Ulcers t^t are caufed of putrifadion of hu¬ 
mours. The Lyemad^^e Afties of Olives, preferveth the 
beard and hair in th^c^ltofall colour, if yee wafh the head 
often therewith. Of this Gil 1 have made a great difeourfe in 
my Chirurgery.

which was ofthe age of thirty yeares and 'was troubled with 
a hind of fcab like a Leper, and had carried it long, the which 
I caufedto make this Oil, and he did not onely annoint Mtn 
therewith , but alfo drunk thereof every morning 5 . h. with 
wine j fo that in fhort time -he bec^e fo whole .and found,, 
that k was to be wondered at.

Diftilled Vinegar be^ 
ing mixed with a little oyleofTartar and:.^i5'/z4 i;iifie,prcfe,pveth 
the fa<e, and maketh it fair, but if it were not a fin to offend

Of Red Cor all. 


R Ed Corall is a ftone,the which moft commonly doth grow^ 
upon baked ftones or bricks, and to approve it to be fo^ 
there is a certain Ifland eyiBarharie^ the which is called Tobac¬ 
co, the which was fometimes inhabited,but fithence the. Sea hath 
over-run a great part thereof, and fo the ftones of the houfes, 
«ndthe Bricks werefcaugiiEd-iiltheJ^ttomeofthat Sea, and 
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at this tincte the gathered a great quantitie of Red Co- 
rail, the faireft in all the world. I call to remembrance 
that in the yeeE i 549 . I being in famous Citie in 

the Realm of 'Ckilin^ I faw a Fifherman caft his Net in the 
gate hard by the tower called Salvatore ; and he took up a 
branch of red Corall, that was grown upon a Brick, and was 
of fuch greatneffe and beautie, as had not been feen in 
two hundred yeers before; So that by, this I have proved, that 
the Corall doth grow upon Bricks, or baked flones, and 
thefe have great vertue in Phyfickand Chirurgerie, when they, 
be difiblved in the juyce of Limons, or diflilled Vinegar. 
For howfoever it be taken inwardly, it comforteth the fto- 
mack,and^ maketh the heart merrie, difTolveth the Fever, and 
not without great;'cjaufe. For it is fo good of nature, that our 
nature doth defif^'lt. Corali being calcined ands^iffolyed 
with Aqiia vita, or^ with our Quinteffence of Wine-, helpeth 
vjery much againft UlcerSi becaufe it taketh away the pain pre- 
fently, and mundifieth, and ihcarnateth, and cicatrizeth. Of 
this Corall ye may make Lozenges, or fuch like, the which 
are very Reftbrative. : -

Certain Secrets of Vitriol. 

I N Vitriol are many Seerets which until! thistime have been 
hidden,by meanes of which there may be done many ftrange 
apd .gre&imatters in divers operations, not onely in Phyfick 
and Chirurgery, but in many otherthings. Ye fhail there¬ 
fore take Vitriol and put it in a pot, and' make him fweat 
Utttill yee fee him weep ; the which fweat being taken -fi'ora 
him, is 3 mortall enemie unto {harp Fevers, when it is drunk 
with fodden or diftilled waters. Alfo if thofethat have “the 
Etica or Tiflick doe drinke it with Mel Rofarum., it will doe 
them great pleafure, it ferveth alfo to make the hair of the 
head or beard black.’ Then if that by force of fire yee caufe 
him toi vomit a black liquor, it will be a thing very apt to 
diffolve any huniour, the which in ftiort time will diffolve any 
pain. For if ye put it into Gangrena, or other putnfied Ul¬ 
cer, it doth mundifie it with great fpeed: It mortifieth Warts 
Chaps, Fiflulaes, and any kind of thofe humours. If it be 
drunken with Wine or other liquor, it is good againft Fevers 
of any qualitie. Then his Feces being reduced into water with • 
Vinegar, and his Salt being taken out, it is of fuch vertue,,' 
that in a manner it-wiil make men immortalh And above the 
aforefaid matters, in Alchymie itworkethfirange things^for 
by the meanes thereof they may make the Amalgam 
of Mercuric and Mars., wherewith may be done great' matr 
ters, and happie ihall he be that goeth to workth#wity.

‘ Strange fecrets of Rock A Hum. 

I N Alium are great vermes,, an^ efpecially in Roch Allum-; 

for the water being feparated from the Feces,, and accompa¬ 
nied with pair Quinteflence, worKeth moft ftrange cures, and 
efpecially indefperate difeafes : And the Feces which cannot 
diffolve, when with fire they fhall be brought to pe^fedion, 
and accompanied with Mars, they fhall be apt to h^ any fort 
of Ulcer inwardly, and with fpeed.take away the pain, and not 
withoi^ great reafon: for the Roch Afium is Anima Terra, (a 
firm Element , and that which diffolveth and turneth all things 
. into his nature. Mars alfo is Anima TV^r<c,and is that,in which 
is found all vertue and richneffe: But he that is , not expert, 
let him not fettle himfelf to this enterprife, leal! it fall not out

OfOrpiment and his nature. • 

T His Orpiment is a Ronei as it were, made offcale's, andls« 
of divers colours; there is white, and yellow, and red^ 
like bloud ; nevertheleffe, they are all of Sulphurous matter, 
the which burneth vifibly like Sulphur, of the which I know 
no ufe,neither in Phyfick npr Chrrurgery, although thatfome 
Ghirurgians doe lay it upon fores to dry them,the which they 
doe for want of reafon or knowledge”. Wi^h this Orpiment,. 
being mixed with Calx viva, and flrong Lie, and fo made into 
an Unguent, they ufeto takeaway hair: It fervethalfo for 
Painters to make a yellow colour likeGoid; the which if it be 
burned, it changeth into another colour. This ferveth for in¬ 
finite mfesi a for his fubiimation'being made with 

.S.al niter, and when it is white, and Amalgamed with 

iQiick-filver and fine Silver , and given in projeftion upon 
purged , it wiil maj^e it very fair and white , and much 

like. 
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Eke Lime. Orpiment is difTolved, by way of calcination with 
ftrong Vinegar, until fuch time as his fubftance be taken away • 
then let it fettle and wax clear , and " vapour away that clear 
part, and in the bottome yee fhall find the whitenefTe of Sul- 
phur,the which being fixed with fufficient order, it doth blanch 
all metals, and this is called the QuintejGTence of Sulphur Mi- 
nerall: This ferveth for many other ufes in Alchimk^tht which 
I will leave until another time: But this which I have written 
is moft true.

OfCinaber Jidinerall^ and wherefore it ferveth. 

T His Ginaber is of two kindes. Mineral and Artificial; the 
Mineral is a ftone of the colour of Iron, the which being 
ground.into powder it will be red like bloud, the which is of a 
great drying nature , by the reafonthat it containeth in it Sul- 
phur,it drieth maligne Sores, and being made in a Perfume, it 
helpeth the mouth being ulcerated, and being made into an 
Unguent, it cooleth greatly; alfo being diffolved in Vinegar, 
it mittigateth the pain in maligne Ulcers, and healeth them in 
ihorttirae; hisfublimation being made with Salt and Tartar, 
blancheth Copper and Lattin like to Silver. 

This fione ferveth alfo to burnifli Metal or Silver therewith. - 
The artificial Ginaber is made of Sulphur and Mercury by 
way offublimation, the whichferveth for divers'ufes; asfdr 
the Painters, or to write with; alfo to make drying Unguents,. ' 
and for fames againfl: the Pox^witfa divers other ufes j the which 
'I leave at this time. V 

Chap. CVI.- 

Of thefecrets of Salt^andhic royalipefUie'. 

T Here is in Salt a great vertue , and his fecrets are of great 
force, far if Salt be diffolved'in the mighty water .

T FIerc are three forts, or kinds^ found of common Salt, the 
one is natural, the which is found in Mountaines, as in 
Maples Province of Calabria^ where are great Moun¬ 
taines of it, and alfo in Spain in the Ifle of Anvifa^ and this is 
the Mineral Salt. The fecond kind is Artificial, as is made in 
Germany I'd their Cauldrons. The third kind is ^fo natural of 
the Sea, which is made upon dry fands in pits, by force of the 
Sun ; but the moft fweet and favoured: is that which is 
made with fire, becaufe it is purified and clean: The Salt of 
the Mountain is ofmore vertue then allthe reftin Phyfick; 
-for when it (hall be calcined forty dayes together in aFurnace, 

. and then diffoived with our C^inteffence of Honey, fo that 
- there remain no Feces, it will be of fuch vertue, that in manner 
‘it willrevive the dead, ifyou give them thereof a fpoonful.

they called it the Salt ofWifdome, for he that knew well his 
vermes Wodd-marvel thereat. This Salt ferveth alfo againft 
the infirmities of Oxen.

S Alt-Peter is a certain kind of fait of Urine , the which is 
taken out of the earth by art; and is moft wholfome againft 
■ ^ divers. 
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divers infirmities; for when it fhallbe calcined thirty dayes. 
together in a Furnace, with as much Tartar, and then diffolved 
with <>ur C^tnteffence, accompanied witlithe fpiritsof Cin¬ 
namon, Ginger, and Cloves, it will be a meftwholfome Me¬ 
dicine, and will caufe the Profeffors of the Art to be amazed 
at his operation, for4thelpeth the Heftick, and Dropfie, and 
divers fuch like infirmities , the which I will not fpeak of in 
this place, fearing that they will not be credited : Neverthe- 
leffe j thofe that are difpofed to travel on that matter ftiall find 
their defire, and reap great fame in the world.

T His Allum is made with the Feces of Wine, in this manner. 

You ftiall underftand , that in thofe Countries where they 
make Wine, they put it in veftels, and lay them towards the 
Eaft, and then in certain fpace there fettleth great quantity of ' 
Feces, the which being put into certain bags, and hanged.up 
to dry,the humour runneth out, and the Fefles remaihin a hard 
raafle, the which afterward is dried and burned, and the afties 
thereof is called dftFece ,- in the which are found great 

fecrets; for without this certain colours cannot be dyed : It 
maketh alfo womens hair yellow , and taketh away all fpots 
or ftaines, and the like vertue it hath in our Phyfick, if that the 
workman were able to prepare it as it fhould be, for it will 
tranfmute one complexion into another.

What Chirargety is. 

K Hirurgery is both Science and praftife, and to fay 
the truth, he that will know the compofition of 
mans body, muft ofneceffity havefomc Science, 
and be Anatomift, although the fame Science be 
a thing to be learned by pradife , fori havefcen 
many times, thofe which were unlearned, to be expert in the 
Anatomy of mans body , and thofe were Painters and Draw¬ 
ers , the which was neccffary for them to know to frame 
their figures accordingly : and therefore I take not that for 
Science, but pradife : For Science is onely that wherewith the 
caufes of every infirmity is found out, and fmall effed 
to oar purpofe, becaufe Chirurgery helpeth not onely the 
eaufe, but alfo the effed after it is known, and therefore I may 
lay, that Chirurgery is no other then a pure and meer pradife, 
and that it is onely neceffary for the Chimrgian to know 
how to flitch a Wound well, to mundific an Ulcer, and to keep 
it from putrifadion, and keep it from alteration, fothat^ere 
run no evill humours unto the place offended, and to know 
all kind of Unguents that are apt to heal all kind of Wounds 
and Ulcers, which thing muft be known by pradife. And 
likewife to make all manner ofUnguents neceffary for Chi- 
rurgery, and for that eaufe,1 conclude moft truly, that our 
Chirurgery is onely pradife or experience. And that which 
caufeth me to beleeve itis, that I have alwayes feen^^^tbe moft 
part of Chirurgians, when they fhould have any cafe in Chi- 
rurgery, they knew not what Unguent would help the fore, 
but many times they prove this, and that, andfo continue 
nntili they have found one that is convenient for the fore, 
whereuntoit isapplyed, and therefore this is a certain figne, 
that they kuow not by Science their Medicine to help the 
fore, bat with experience they fearck it. Therefore if it be fo,

Of Fifiulaesy and their kinds. 

r A Li manner ofS ores that doe not liccatrize perfedly, and 
have communication with the inward parts, are cal¬ 
led Fiftulaes,andwe term them in Italian Sefo^or Sfiracalo, 
as yee may fee by experience, and this is perillous, when a Ft- - 
fhila clofeth, being in the body,and fpccially thofe Fiflulaea 
that are inthc Fundament, for Nature her felf doth ingender 
it for cafe. But thefe .Fiftulaes that come in divers parts of 
the body are troublefome, but not perillous: Alfo all fuch 
fores as tarry long before they be incarnated cbme to Fiftu= 
lacs, and many times it comcth through their being long 
curing., by tenting with their tents, which are the c»ifes 
that Naoire maketh a CaSoTv, and leaveth the fore fo hol¬ 
low, that it will never be filled with flefh, but fo remain 
bollow, asit is feen eafily by experience. There be other 
forts bfFiftulaesin form of a fore, and they be thbfe fores 
that moft commonly come bn the leggs, the which doe purge 
4 long time, and are alfo very-hard to heal, becaufe if yee 
heal one of them prefently, there wilt rife another hard by 
it,and that is a kind of Fiftula There is another kind of Fi- 
ftula that is canfed of tho fe, fores that are upon the bone; dre 
which by his continuance doe break and confume the skin and 
hone,and thefe many times remain Fiftuiatedjbut tvho fo* 
taketh away thcicaufeof the. lore, nature it felf wiUb pi^l 
vail mijglmly,and w^ll heal it, as:may be lecn daify-by 
perience, in thofe that he fo troubled.

to work the better, and quicker m their, ground^ doe catt: 
thereon diversforts of dungs, &:c.. Thewwh kdoneohdy 
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to help Nature to work the quicker, and to conclude, Ifay^ 
that fheChirurgian Ihould doe the fame in helping ofWounds. 
But as fot'Ukersofdivers forts , it were neceffary to find put 
theciitafeii,’ becaufethey come of diverscaufes ., forwhenthe 
caufe fs found, it will be more cafie to be helped, becaufe Ul¬ 
cers cannot come but by great difiremperance of Nature in 
our bodies, as by great heator cold, or by repletions of the 
body. Therefore in this cafe it is necelfary ito purge the bo¬ 
dy : f irft, to eafe Nature which is offended, and to extinguilh 
ithefuperfluoushearor coW in the bodie: That being 
done, the minifter or helper of Nature hath three things to 
doe.

They may per¬ 
chance (as the blind man hits the Crow) help they know 
not what ; which thing I fpeakliot to back-bite or in jury any 
.ofthem,but to tell them:, out or love that I bear to them andT 
others, the whole and true caufe of that, whereof heretofore 
they have been ignorant. The firft caufe is putrified bloud 
in Leonkhi '. The fecondis the vapours that afcend from the 


ftomack and offend the head-: The third is the humidity or . 
moifture between the skin and the flefh: So that the caufes 
are three, and the remedies as many to diffolve the Antecedent- 
caufes.

When the pain in the headis confirmed, aud'that thou canlt' 
find no help by commonTheorkkot Pra&ick^Aoe thefe things.

T^ke Pu/momria^ and that isffefh and new, infufe 
them in wine and water over a fmali or gentle fire, till the 
Wine have drawn out the vertue; then ftrain it, and put there¬ 
unto our ^uintejfetice, and keep it clofe in a glafTe, let the Pa¬ 
tient drinkthereof every morning iii. luke warm for twenty 
4ayes together; let him eat good nourifhing meats, for they 
^ree well with this difeafe: If the Patient be not too^ fan'e 
f^nt, y ou (hall fee your cure performed in fhor-t time: In the 
mean while, if the Patient be weak, you lhall give him new laid 
Eggs, and good white Wine : If the humidity be perceived 
not to be quite expelled and evacuated, then give him our 
Aromatico^ afterward comfort him again with Reftoratives and 
Cordials, to make him ftrong, and no doubt, by the help of 
God he fhail be cured. This method ofcuring this infirmity,; 
differeth from the common courfe that Phyfitians take, which

knowledge of them, they receive the faid corruption,which 
afterwards cometh forth of the yard with great paine and 
difficulty in making water : and moreover in the night, 
when that part is eredted, it caufeth great torment: which for 
fifteen or twenty daies caufeth extream paine. This is the 
beginning of the French-Pox, a fit fauce for that fweet fin of 
Letchery. It bringeth raoft commonly paine in the interior 
parts j or paine in the reines, arms, and legs: infomuch that in 
fine it cometh to that fowle difeafe. For fuch as have this Go¬ 
norrhea^ never fufpeding or fearing the after-claps, fuffcr their 
difeafe to grow on further and further till their cure will very 
hardly or never be accomplifhed. Therefore I wifh every man 
to feek help in time, leaft by letting it paffe, in the end k 
‘ tarne to his deftrudion. The cure is as followeth. 

Firft you ftiall give them our Aromatico oncein white Wine; 
Then morning and evening for feven or eight daies ufe this 
potion following: annointing alfo the reines and thofe parts 
with mt Aqua fetida being cold, and in fhort time they lhall 
be healed.

Afirer the greaiWtxrther and fury of our Countrymen the French menjWhen I 
went with D, Charlesef Charihraj/, D. oiFanfsy into Italy3 travelling through 
Iftriit, lUgufim, Sclavoniaj MacedoniitiiundBi\mium3 I inceffantly applyedmy 
whole liud'y to underftandand know fomc certainty touching the Philofophers 
ftonc jpr Chymicall matters ; bnt I could find no true Philofophers, onely falfe, 
Phifitians andChycnifts everywhere, which had either altogether none, or elfe,, 
very little knowledge of naturall Arts and preparations j at the length ( by Gods 
goodwill ) I happened upon a very learned man, Daniel Biihopof 
unto this mcft excellent man I direded my letters, the which, together with his 
anfwer, aUttleafter fent tome, I will hereafter publilh, wherein youifhall fee 
many philofophicairpoints, deledable to be read and underftood. 

At the length, when I had fufficicntly fearched over the Eaft Countries, and 
xouid gather no certain point in naturall Sciences, I determined to take my

of gf&t valuej and carry them aboutto befold. As upon a time, certain knaves 
by craft got from me certain written books, and fold them for a great fum of - 
'money. Coramon-wedths and the Chymicall Art fliould be very well provided 
_for,' ifthat fuch knaves might be puniOiedaud reftrainedby the Magiftrate, fo 
.ffiduldthe ftudiousofthe Art beleffe deceived, and in Ihortfpace the true and 
■ pure Art would appear firom thofe (hadows and fophiftications. Wherefore, to 
the end that fuch as be defirbus of the Art may have fome pledge from me,where- 
: with they may make this Science more plain, I will fhoi tly C G od w lUino y fet 
forth three books^jfffie Philofophers ftone, written by divers Authours, vvhereof 
the firft was drtwn out of cer^in charaders by a noble Brittain, wherein all the 
dark fpeechesof the Philofophers arc moll plainly expounded, whereunto I will 
' annex two hundred certain, infallible, and true philofophicall rules, whereby 
^ thofe that doe erre and doubt, touching the riaatter of the ftone, fiiail be confirm- 
; The ffKOnd book is, Johannes dSe RoviUafco Pedmontanus3 which treateth of 
the Philofophers Mercury, and how it is drawn, together with an Epiftlc oi^oht 
Vtvtanm of the rameargument.

hinder and takeaway the ftrength of the reft, fo as they' have 
very little force or none, and thereby make, the. other elements 
ftihking-'and fubjeift to p^utrefaftiort.^. There is alfo two kinds 
of Waters,.the one elementall,-the other > of ratn and- river.^ 
waters •. as there is alfo two kinds- of>£ arths, one elementall, 
ckar, ftiining; a.nd white-, the-other black, ftinking, and com- 
buftible. / Like as.alfo there be two Fires,, one elementall and 
- natural!, the other ftinking^^and-'combuftiblej the ftike is. aifo 
tobe faid,of the aire. The bafe things are fo mingled with 
thp reft, fhat by aniLby they corrupt all things, fo that nothing - 
can continue long, fortheybring-death, and weaken'all nature 
be it never fo noble. This is to be underftood of all things both 
vegetalf animaUv*and mmerall; :Thefefore.,it is neceflary by 
Art to feparatethe'dementall nattirefcom the.cprr]3ptibje,tha

'Therefore is to betaken . when.it is folly gro wn, and take , heed 
that you loofo none of thofe three fpirits, as the ignorant ufe 
to do with'their _:putrifadions : and .reparations of elements. 
For none; of thofe fpiritsr.confiftetft .pf the three elementall 
elements: but God hath adorned elements With thofe three 
fpirits,'andiif th^ the’Fire is- antmall, the Water, ,aire ele^ 
mehtallykn(feiO'man,'butOod'canfeparatethemafunder. But 
the- water ofl die clouds may be feparated -from them. Alfo 
allthe fec^s^a^- beTeparated from them which are...mingled 
with them;, which i are:itlie ftinking and “Corurptible , elements, 
and the four elementall elements maybe brought to a chrifta- 
liqe fhining: but thefe three elements, Fire, Aire, and Earth, 
are unfeparable.My fon, know this, that Mermrie is the firft of 
all things, for before time there was Water, Andthe^irk of . the 
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ZerJ refied upon the yoater, but what was that watery the water 
^pf-the Clouds, or a moifture which might be poured out? 
Nojbut it was a dry duftie water, and God hath jdyneid his 
oarth unto it which is his fulphur, and'fo the earth congeakth 
the water, and thereof fprung the four elements ihcluded in 
thefe twOjby thewillof God.. Therefore .^(frc^m congeal- 
etJi fulphuf, and fulphur ; neither can ohe of thefe 

be withont.the other, as alfo they cannot be without their fait, 
which is the chiefeft “me.anes,,by' whofe help nature ingende- 
reth and bringeth forth all vegetais, minerals, and aninlals. 
Wherefore thefe three. Mercury, Salt, and Sulphur, cannot be

of .fire. T'hefe . three Tpirits whereof we^ hayei^kefi o-m 
faid firft-to be feparated from-the mixture df fRe*ieteffidfiti| 
which isthe fdul of-ail thingsf or rtheir; C^inteffehce, ^hi^ 
houldeth together: the w-ho1e:.iruxture' of the elementg^ ihfdf 
. when tkefpirits are gone out, th'enfheniixture is diffotyed by 
it felf arid divided, neither is there heed'of fire to expell the 
:fait from the earth ; When the elements-ate leparated ftbai . 
the feces, then, is the fait alfo feparated with it. " -Thisfait is 
unknown to. the. ignorant. -Therefore fait is thecirteanes bei 
tween the groire earthly p>arts,and he three flying fpirits read¬ 
ing in the naturall heat, that is,- the tafi:e,moift fmelj, aridicdi 
lour: which three are the life, foule, and quinteffence of rcvery^ 
thing,neither can thefe three fpirits be one. withoutthe other,as' 
the Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghoft are one, yet three 

perfons^ , 
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perfons, and ^one is not without the other. The ignorant 
laugh^ neither underftand they thefe three fpirits, when as they 
jne ,tid to the groffe, earthly fixed partsand are made 
iuhtile, and their fait is joyned and mingled with them, if mull 
transform them altogether,and fix them into a Criftalinc body, 
Diaphanes,and red of colour, whereof we willfpeak hereaft^ 
te'that knoweth not this falt,,{hall never bring any to pafle 
'infArt. The. Philo fophers call this fait a dry water, and a,, 
lively fait, but the ignorant thought they meant Mercuric j 
but the Plsilofophers called the three fpirits Mercurie, and the 
earth Sulphur,which the ignorant underftand not. Either of 
jt^m cannot be without die other> neither is there any thing in 
Ba=tufe, iu which thefe three are hot, and they are fo mixed 
■with the four elements, that th^^ make one body and mixture. 
.Whatfoever God hath created is in thefe threeftones,where- 
foreall may be reduced into a €riftalline clearneffe by Art, 
,givcn;by God unto the Philofophers, for in the latter dales ' 
God will feparate all the unclean feces and corruptioa that is 
; in the elements, and bring them to a Criftaline clearnefTei, 
and redneffe of a Garbuncle. Afterward there (hall be no 
more cormptioh, but they (hall endure for ever. Do you 
think things, which God hath created in thefe lower 

pj^l>|hoaldutterly perifti in the latter day No, not the leaft 
hmfe fit tj^/^things which God hath created, no more then 
iheihcdJrru^iWe Heaven,but God by his Will will change all 
^iilg?, a^* make them Criftalline, and the four elements 
ihall be perfcft, fimple, and-fixed in themfelves, and they (hall 
be all a tpiintelfence; Dembnfttation of thefe things maybe 
made here upon earth by Art, for whatfoever God hath crea- 
ted may bebrought.to. a Crlftafline clearneffe, and the ele- 
mehts gathered together into a fimple fixed fubftance , which 
beit^. done, no man can alter them , neither the fire it felf 
barnofjchange themy but they fhall continue perpetually as 
thofe things which haye attained eternitie.

H Ere wiil I ^ew^e a^r-eat Secret, Eow . thou (halt draw 
forth the X^iuteffence of Sugar, the which, truly excel- 
feth all Vegitableworks,by means ©f his temperature itke 
uhto the incorruftihle ^heaven, the which is neither hot,cold, 
nor dry, hut tnofl* temperate,'. nevertheiejOTe compounded of 
the four Elements^ but they ilrive pot One with another, for. 
th^^aie fo joyned tc^ether, that t^y canneverbe fepa- 
rj^ed-oneirom another, but for ever remain fimple andiixt 
in i3nitie.. Eut this heaven doth diliributc and give unto the 
earth whatfoever is nece0ary for it, although that it felf be 
neither hot nor cold, moift nor dry, the which like Effe&s 
hath the QnintejOfence of Sugar, the which in it felf hath the 
four Elements, as gold hath: as gold is pure, fo Sugar is im^ 
|>ure, gold outwardly is hot and moift, inwardly cold and 
:drie, and white ; fugar is the contrary, for it is outwaidly cold 
and-dry, and inwardly hot and inoift and red, and fixed 
bdth outward and inward. .I^either is there any thing want-: 
ing, but diat theinward rjualitie may be brought, that his rcd- 
n^s may .appear outwardly, and that his Feces be fepara- 
tedi then is it prepaired, and fhall not need to be fixed, £cnc 
ir is fixed already, and doth retain within it felf all cTutward 
and inward fpirite,-and whatfoever is Volatile it doth retain. 

- Now what his kinde is I wdl thee, and from whence 
he hath his Originall, that is, even out ofthe red, hut if 
thou wilt be further fatisfied, read thethree-andthirty £h^- 
ter of the generation of thdfe things that grow in the Scas^ 
and other watm, where we. write largely of the naone 
thereof. Here it fiiall he Mcien^ us to fhew ihe or¬ 
der how to prepare it, and in what order it ftiould he ufed 
in Medteine,and alfo to other things where it may he a^ 
plyed. His nature is to retain or hold ail flying-fpirits, and 
to fix them into aftone, as fhall be fhewed hereafter. 

Firft ye (hall underftand that ye cannot feparate' the Fe¬ 
ces, excqit ye bring the inward par:te outwardj thatisto fay. 
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that his .inward dark golden colour do appear, the which 
when it is fo diftilledj hisredneffeis feen, and this fire, paf- 
j^ng the yelio wneffe of his aire, or his incombuftibie oyle, 
then mayeft thou firfi: feparate the Feffes from the (^intef- 
icence. . Take therefore Mrd and white Sugar, for it is not 
Gee'dftdi'that ye traveit mueh in diflolving and congealing 
bf it, although there be much impuritie therein, that hindreth 
.not, but that the inward part may be brought forth, for it 
muflrbe purged when as the rednefs doth fhew it felf out¬ 
ward. Take therefore ten or twentie pounds of Sugar more 
or lelFe as you ftiall thinke good, that being beaten, put 
it into a cucurbite of-hard ftohe, and put thereon Aqua- 
WiS, that itmayftand covered eight fingers, then diftill it 
in Bdrfeo With a ftrong fire, untill it will diftill no. more, 
then let it wax cold, and pour on the &jd Aqua, vita again, 

. and diftill it again, and this (halt thou doe fix or feven 
times ; At . the laft open the head and take forth the Su- 
^ari which thouftialt put in a ftrong glaffe, and' fet it in fine ' 
.iifted afhes, and put thereon the Aqua wr^«,and. diftiil i£- 
antill the half be come forth, then pour on again the ^ 
which thou diftilledft away, firft being made warm 
’left the glaffe ftiould break ; Yee ftiall note, that the head 
'Wduldhave a hole in the £op>by the which you may pour 
in . the Aqua vita vdda 2 ^. Funneil,this thou ftialt repeat of¬ 
ten with a ftrong fire, that the wine and the Sugar may boil 
in, and becaufe the half part of the wine will come away 
quickly, ye 'ftiall prefently put on the other part, for if yee 
ftiould diftill forth all the wine, the Sugar would burn through 
too much heat, becaufe it muft continually be boyling in 
ihe glaffe, and it would fmell of the burning, for it hath al- 
ivaics his combuftible Sulphur, wherefore ye muft, alwayes 
:have half the wine in the Veffell, and when thou feeft the 
half is diftilled forth, fnake the^ fame warm, and put it in again 
with a Funnell, and that thou {halt fo often repeat, untill the 
'Sugar remain as red as blood, the which thou flialt perceive 
through the glaffe. Thoh mayeft bring that to paffe in eight 
of ten dates according as thou ruleft thy fire. 

: ^ Note, that when thou perceiveft the matter to be red, let 
- it 
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it cool, and take away the veflell with afltes,and fet the vef- 
fell in Balneo^ and with a ftrong fire diftill away the Aejua 
■vit& untill the Sugar remain dry, and when it will diflill no 
more, yet thou fhaltlet it ftand four or five dayes very hot 
in the faid that the Sugar rriay be perfeftly congeal¬ 

ed, then let it cool, and take out the matter or ftone, the 
which willhe like black Pitch, that is to be' underftood when 
it is congealed, then take the faid ftone,and putit into a 
great , raantity of common water twice diftilled, and fet it in 
Bdneo%.vt or fix dayes with a great heat fliglitly covered,

Make 
chereofa triall, for there will remain nothing but light allies; 
It wiil'burn like oylc or fat,iieithcrdoth there,any thing remain 
more then of oile or fat. 1 akeche glalTe wherein is all the red 
of the Solution, and diftill it in Bdneo,ot let it vapouraway, 
if yee have ftore of diftilled water, untill it be dry, then let it 
cooi,and take off.the head, and pour thereon more foblimed 
,water,and fet it in Bdlneo again, and ftir it about with a wo od- 
den ladle as yee did afore,' then let it fettle as afore, and pour 
out of the cleareft part,and that thou lhalt doc fo;iong,tilI there 
be no more Feces, then put it in a glalfe that may abidethe fire, 
and boyl or vapour it away fo long,till there appear a,certain 
feum on it,the'n take it forth,and fet itin a cold and drie-or hoc 
and dry place,and it will grow into a great red maffe or lump, 
and tranfparent like a Kubie,or other Philofophers ftone,which 
if thou wilt bring to pouder ,fet it in a warm dungKil in a large .

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wide gtaCfe open,and let it vapour away,untill it be comcinto 
a yellow pouder like unto gold, and fo thou ihaltbav? the 
Quinteffence of Sugar fixt, the which will retain all flying 
fpirits. Neither is itfweet, but a heavenly-tafte, the which, 
if yce put it in your mouth, it will melt without any feeling. If 
it be winter or cold, thou flialt feem to feel a certain namral 
heat throughout the whole bodie, and (halt feem fo temperate 
and light, as though thou couldft flie. If thou be over^ot, 
fwallow a little, and prefently thou (halt cool eafily, as.though 
thou wenteft into a cold bath, and thus it worketh in heat, 
moift, cold, and dry, by an incredible Miracle : When yee will 
ufe it, drinke it with reftified or Roie-water, En¬ 

dive or ^cabios, orbyit 'felf if ye will., and thou ftialt fee 
marvels: If any be difeafed* outwardly with Scabs or Ulcers, 
let him drinke of this, and wafti the fores with Wine, wherein 
this Quinteffence is difrolved,and he Ihall prefently wax whole 
moft mraculoufly.

N Owwiliropen untayou a great Secret in the Vegetall 
work of honie^, to wit, a marvellous nature,for it is drawn 
out of the moft noble and pure part of the floures. The na¬ 
ture of Bees is<fueh, that they draw out the bcfl of every 
thing , as in the Animalt work is'more at large defcribed, 
wherdn there is taught how to extraft thetiatore of all beafts, 
and fpeciallly in the &4.-Ghapter, Whereforefmy fon)know 
this, that all that G«d hath created goqd in the upper part 
of the world, are perfed and uncocruptible^ as the-heaven : 
but whatfbever in chefe lower parts, whether it be in bealls, 
fi^es, and all ifianner of fenfible creatures, hearbs or plants, 
it isTndued with a double nature , that is to fay, perfed, and 
unpeffed* the perfed nature is called the QuinteflenGe, the 
unperfed the Teees 'Or dreggs,-or the venemous or combu- 
ftible oile. Ttefefore you (hall feparate the dregs andxora- 
b'udible 6y te, and then th at which reajaineth is perfed, and 
is; called the Quinteffence, which will endure continually, 
even as the heaven, .neither canTt he diflolved with fire or 
any other thing. For when God* had created all things, and 
lo oked upon them, they were all perfed goo d, there was no¬ 
thing lackirtgctO any; and therefore for loves fake I fay un¬ 
to thee;'that God hath put^afecret nature or influence in eve¬ 
ry creature, and that to every nature of one fort or kind he 
hath given one common influence^ and to every one of fe- 
verall kinds their feverall influeiice and vertue, whether it bee - 
on Phyfick,or other fecret works, which partly are foundout 
by naturall -workmanftiip. And yet more things are un¬ 
known then are apparant to our fenfes: What 1 doe you not 
think that an hearbthat is appointed forgone difeafe,which 
it will cure, doth not containln it many more vertues then- 
are known unto us ?

'^Hey are thus drawn out, and the matter dried, as is afore- 
I faid, then take common water^ twice diftilled in Bdlneo^ 
and,pour;on asmuch-as.is-fufficient, and fet icin Balneo^ cover' 
the mouth of the vefTell : but let not the:boy le, and 
fodec it ftand three dates and three nights, moving it day and 
night with a fpattle.of wood : letic code, and be poured out 
and ftrained.

matter, ahdraake a fire,and fet a di^ upon the mouth of the 
vefielf, and let it ftand fo in Balneo three daies, every day mo¬ 
ving it with a fpattle of wood three dr four timeg, then let it 

coole, and be taken out and be ftrained. Then take' a clean 
veflel, and foftly pour out that which is clear into it, and up¬ 
on the feces ftraightwaies pour on frelh diftilled water, ftir- 
rir^ it about with a woodden ladle, and let it firarid to clear 
one day, and the feces which remain put unto the firft feces.

T Ake all the earth wdth the feces,and draw out the combufti- 
ble oyle by a difcenforie,that is,with two velfels joyned to¬ 
gether and luted, untill the combnftible oyle do paffe, which is 
.profitable for all cold difeafes, and other pafiions, which were 
foo long to rehearfe ; if you defire not the combuftible oyle, 

. ~ fuffer 
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fufferitto fly away. Then take your earth, and calcine itina 
furnace of reverberation gently, :untiil .ttr:be all white as fnow, 
then take a great earthen or Uone vefFell, and put your white^ 
calcined earth into it, and pour out ;a:^ood quantity of eom-- 
mon .water diftilled, and ftir it with a wooden ladle, and let ic 
three daies in a toyling bath, and cover it with a dilb, and ftir 
it every day ten or twelve times, Letitcoole, and the veflell 
takeout, and let it clear one whole day : then take another 
clean vClfeb, and foftly pour cmtthat which is Glear,;.a:nd upon 
the feces pour againe frefh^diftilled water, and fet it in Balnea, 
and do as you did before. Take it out againe, andletit clear 
one day and night, and that which is uppermoft clear, pour out 
to the firftwater: Then put to frefti diftilied water the third 
time unto the feces, and fetit.in Balnea^ andjdo: as you did 
before, and pour out the clear the third time unto the firftwar 
ter, then caft away the feces of the third water, for they are 
of . no value.

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©arc, that aFunnell may be put in when there (hall bee need 
of Inftifion : when as the huniiditie that it hath received be 
half CO nfunied, then forcifieyour fire by little and. little in- 
creafing it, untill you fee- the water boyl, and keep the fire in 
that ftate ftiil, untill it be confomed even to a pint. Take 
away the fire, let it cool, take away your Receiver, and open 
the hc^e of the Limbeck, and put in your glalTe Funnell^and 
pour in all the diftilled water in the Recipient upon, the 
Earth, and ftop the hole of the Limbeck, and Tet"the Recei¬ 
ver unto rhe neck thereof well luted, and diftill again, and 
obferve the manner aforefaid of drawing and making infu-_ 
fion, and do thus ten times. The tenth Diftillation finiih- 
ed, let all paffe together; for then the earth is made flying., 
So the aire,-tile water, the fire, and the earth will afcend 
together by the Limbeck, and be brought into one fubftance 
which were in four.One together Tn nature , and now 
fimple as the incorruptible heaven, yet are theyhot fixed i 
but notwithftanding they are fo coupled together; between 
theififelves, that by no means- they can be feparated, but will 
continue one fimple bodie for ever ; even as the Chriftal- 
^ line and uncorruptible heaven, which notwithftanding is com¬ 
pounded of the fojir Elements. What thinke you of this my 
•Son ? *Cannot this Quinteffence help every difeafe that doth 
irifed man through his moft excellent temperature, whether 
it be in hca.t, cold, moift,or drie, for all are in it that he may 
diftribate unto everyone that which is neceffary, even as the 
heaven, when need Tequireth, givethunto the earth all things, 
ns coldneffe, heat, or moifture ; And yet it is neither hot’ 
cold, moift, nor drie,bBt of one fimple eftenee, and thatin- 
dued with fuch a nature, that it-giveth unto every thing 
i:hat which is neceffary : In like manner doth this'Quintef- 
fence. Therefore my Son rejoyce, and give theAlmightie 
God thanks which hath opened thefe things unto the Phi- 
lofophers.

ther cold, another dry, another raoiff,one aflritigent, another 
kxative , fome corrofive, others venomous; and fo divers 
hearbs have their divers qaali ties. 5'. it Gometh to palTe, if it 
• hdp one difeafe , by and by it hindereth another; for every 
tjiing worketh according to his property, when as there is fe- 
paration made in. the body- and of this feparatibn it ingdn- 
dereth bloud and other humours- Add they are likeaed^hto 
Gunpowder, which fo long, asit Tieth ftill there cpmec&'TiO- 
hurt of it, but if it be brought unto the fire, it ftrait uttefeth 
his. fecret nature- andis kindled with a venomous fire, which 
cannot be quenched with waterfor the cold and dry, hot- 
and moifbidoe ftrive araongft themfelves, a wind is Mrred up, 
Aat breaketh all things that is near unto it. The like happen?

through eontentiqnthe vdns ofthe Liver be broken^ as oftenr 
times it happeneth, whereupon ImpbfthumpS/are caufed-in’ 
divers places, and bringeth forth fueh ingammations, that the 
veines are eafily broken ; although many doe greatly com¬ 
mend Honey, but they are not the children of Philofopliy, 

. neither doe they underftand the nature of it: But when it is 
broughtto a fimple;,fixed as Wine, then is it the cheifefi: Me-, 
diciive auiongfb ad the vegetablesneither is the like unto this 
found in::allthe world.. Give God thanks, and be liberali unta 
thqpoor. The dofe of this is one grain, and it muft be taken 
cvefy morniug with an empty ftomack, likewife in the evening, 
untill the end of the difeafe. For every difeafe will be cured m 
&ort time, even afterdthe fame rnanner, as the Minerall ftoae 
makethhis proieftion uponjnetak-. Praife God, and labour

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The mamer and order hew to draw the ^inte^ence om of the 
Hearb^calledKoitiaXis. 

N Ow ray Son, I will teach thee the greateft myflery oc 
fecret amongft all vegetable things, whofe force and 
ftre«fgth hath been kept fecret amongft all,the antient workr 
men,and they have bound themfelves one to another by Qatfa, 
that they ftioulcb not utter, in their books; or writingsi the 
ftrength of this Hearb,, which is called and in the 

Oermane tongue Sindawe. Whofoever therefore hathnojtthe 
whole vegetable work, he cannot attain to th? ftrength of this 
Hearb; for in that work is comprehended all’the foxce of 
'medicinali tilings : And this work of vegetables is not come 
to the hands, but onely of the antient fworn Artificers, which 
were skilfullin the liberall Arts. But now my Son, I will 
open it unto thee with ad juration , that thou ftialt keep this 
hidden’ kijowledgO Tecret. Fir^; my 5on, iyou muft rtSider- 
ftand, thatthis-Hearbisthe Hea^'ofthe Sun, nponthe which 
the Sun fpreads his beames and influences , as he doth upon 
Cold inthe veines of the Mines; and he poureth out his in¬ 
fluences more upon this Hearb, then upon any other which 
is created of God; - as it is evidently known of die antient Phi- 
iofophers, and this Hearb doth Jofairrcfurmount all other 
Hearbs which fpring out of the earth, as the Sundpth all o^ 
ther Planets in the H eaven,_and hath greater force and power 
of influence then any other -thing created of God in the 
Firmament.' So this hearb doth excell all o;tbersin 3 ^ertue,and 
therefore this hearb is decked with another cplour, other 
leaves, and ftranger ftiape then all other hearbs; And his 
nature is fuCb, that the hotter and drier the country is inthe 
time ofthe year,and tlm heat of the Sun,and the more that the 
Sun doth-heat and burn him, diis hearb isthe more moift and 
filled with dew, infomuch , that upon one branch .willihang 
above a thoufand drops. Make a triall, and ftrike thisdearb 
with a flende*r twig, that the drops which fall from it may fall 
into a large glafle veffell, and you ftiall fee the veflell filled 
with a marvellous dew, and if the Sun be vehement hot, thofe

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branches in ftiort fpace, that is; wldiin the fpace of half an 
hour will be more full of dew then before, and if ,you flrikc 
the dew twentie times with a rod, yet it w'dl again bee laden 
with drops; tt were enough if wee did fee no other- miracle 
then from whence this dewie humour fhoiild rife, yrhtch in fo ^ 
iftiort fpa’ce doth fo abundantly flow.from it, and how niueh 
the more the burning fun dotlnfcorch up the other hearb 5 , fo 
much thembre is this, moift, and' filled, with' drops,, even as 
. thoughithad been ;fp?iiikled;o.ve^ with water, hereup.on may 
we gather his marvellbiis qualitfej,: arid judge that there is 
dome fecret operation hidden; in it.; if thou do keep this wa ¬ 
ter- thus gathered in a, glaife, therewith thou (bik cure all the 
difeafes: of the eyes; whether they come ofRhea.ns, or of -In- 
flamniatlon : .ft helpethlmoreorver -all the^^ains.and.djfeafe? 

^ of the heart, it cooleth theHvef, and ftomack that is^ infla- 
* med, and doth • mitigate alLthe pain of the head that cqmeth 
of heat, and driveth away all dreams and Pharitafies •• It is 
good alfo to kill the Cankerarid the Wiftf, again{|- the-Mting 
of Venemoas;beafl:.s,again{t:P^>ifon;dran,ke,if i,fc beeaken-by 
-themouth, it.helpetii^aho the iPeftilencef k is good for. many' 
otfier difeafes which weretoo long here to irehearfe^ 

. -This hearb hath the colour of the fun; for* his colour is 
•red dark, divided with .-y’ellbw lines, and-Ms ftiape is like ;a 
Star, and his^ proparrion likeia heavenly:pianet, and confilb- 
eth^ of: feven branches,, , in- the ;outward partb£oad,'^neef the 
ground nafrow; and it. is as though it were lieayie, of a ten- 
-der fubftance; outwardly hot and moifi, iaWardly .cold, and 
dry- ' The left fide of it is cold and naoi%the right fide hot 
and dry, andit is rnofl; temperate as;gold; vyherefore hts 
Elements cannot- be feparated one. from another' as in .other 
hearbSjbut it maybe purged from his Feces, for his fixing 
letteth that the Elements cannot be feparated, for the fife 
will lafce.nd with the aisfeby the as. we wiKl hereaf¬ 

ter-teach. The earth may be feparated from his, Feces, and 
the Feces likewife from the fire'and aire, although it hath 
not many dregs. Some Latine Writers call if Linq^ua avis^ 
m Blrds-tongue; fome callit Solaria oHhtSnn.o^ Lmaria 
icis eaikd the Moon;:the Fleming calls it Smdow. Butthe old 
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.PbiLofophers have kept ftcret the qualities, as yet for the mar-* ' 
. vellous effed: It worketh. And it ismaryell, faith Armldus de 
\TiiU nova that a man fhould die that eateth every day feme 
_ of it in his groffe fubftance, what will it then work when it 
is brought unto bis fineneffe, dhd cleanfed from his Feces ? - 
It hath this great yertue in it, irfhat iF it be piit into a glafTe, 

- wherein there is ppifon mingled with wine, or any otlier cup 
that is poifoned,*ftraightwayes the giaffe'will flie in Pieces, 
but if it.be a ftonepot of Alabafter, or fuch like, the Wiiic 
will fo boil, as though there were a violent fire under it, and 
all the wine will run out untiil there be nothing left in the vef- , ; 
fei : Aifo if any man earrie this hearb about him, and hap- 
..pen on his enemies, they fhall have no .power to hurt, but 
contrariwife to fhew him all kind of dutk. Alfo if'any man 
^hee bewitched either in.bodie, or in his art, that is in Cook-, 

. erie. Brewing, or Baking, <>r by ahy other meahes, this hearb 
carried about him makes him free from the witScyaft. If it 
be alfo tyed .up.on the belly of a-woman , with child, 
fhajl. ftraightwayes he- delivered , althbugli the. childe were " 
dead and rotten within, as it hath been oftentimes proyed i by 
experience. V This hearb carried about one, or a little there- 
of’eyery day eaten .as long as.*it is ufed, preferveth a man from 
the Faliing Sicknefie. Moreover, if man be^ taken with the 
Agopkxie, that his mouth be drawn afide, and his fpeecfi and 
fenfes taken from himf they fhall be all reftored again, if the 
fick drinke the juyee of this hearb ifreined, as hath been Of-, 
tentimes proved. Moreover if it be hanged about the neck- 
/of one thanis, pofleffed of a fpirit, fo long as he carrieth that 
about-liim , he fhal l be quiet as af Lamb, and the po wer of the* 

, fpirit fhallbe taken away.* Make a proof, andyou ftiali ifind • 
it tme.The breedingatthe nofe is by and.by ttayedVify-ou*hold 
that hearb in your mouth. They that are wearied with traveH, 
if they drink the juyee thereof in wine, they are by and by; fo. ^ 
fefrefhed, as if they had not laboured or gonh no'Journey, 
it doth comfort the Sinews,., Mujeks,: I endbns, and all the 
whole nature. Woundsare alfo cured therewitbjfit be drank ' 
ten daies together.in Wine or Ale, if the wound he wafhed 
with the fame drinkp, and bound up with a cloth wet in the , 

• fame. 
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fame. - The pain of the teeth, is by and by appeafed, if that 
hearb be laid unto it. Allthefe things have been often pro-” 
ved and found true. If it will doe fuch things whileft it is 
yet hindred with his grofle matter, what will.it work when 
it is brought to his perfeftion ? My Son, know this for a truth 
that there is no hearb that grcfws upon the earth to be com¬ 
pared unto this in ftrength and goodneffe, therefore take 
heed that you doe not negled it, but, diligently remember 
and keep theTecret clofe from' them that are not of the na¬ 
ture of our children, and from the ignorant. For if this 
hearb did not grow fo plentifully, and the properties there¬ 
of were known, it would be more efteemed then gold or 
precious ftones, for the Effeds of the QuintefTence are mar- 
vellons, as hereafter fhall appear. 

Now there remaineth that we muft teach how to bring 
. this hearb to his highefl: degree, and to his QuintefTence. 
Firft, it is to be gathered, the fame having his courfe. inhis 
own houfe,thatis in the Lion, and the Moon behold him 
witli a finifter quadrate Afped; It is to be gathered whole^ 
with roots, leaves and flourf s, fo that there be neither earth, 
dirt, nor other hearbs mingli^d withall. Neither rauft it by 
amy means touch any water or be made moift. Therefore 
you mufi: take heed that you gather it n<ft in rainie weather, 
or^ hhoift weather: but rather when the Sun doth fhine hot- 
teft upon it, gather great ftoreof it,arid ftamp it well in a 
morter of Marble, and put it in a Cuctirhtte offlone with a 
head and receiver luted, and fetit in Balnea^ and diftil away 
. all the water, untiil it be fo dry like pouder, and there will 
• rife together with the- water of the colour of moft fine gold, 
which onely happeneth in this hearb, and in Donepther,and 
'. when there remaineth no more liquor, yet leave the cucur- 
^bite for threp or four dayes in Balnea^ and boil it night and 
^y'^that all the moifVure may be perfedly feparated .and 
!drawn awayf then'let it cool, and take away the receiver, 
- and flop it diligehd^^^ the head, and take out 

the matter arfd beat it in a Marble morter into moft fine 
powder that it may pafle through a thick fieve, put this pou- 
der again into ari earthen cucurbite, and pour on your water 
■_ ^ _and 
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and aire,and ftir it with a woodden ladle, and cover the 
mouth of the cucurhite clofe with a tile^ and fet it in a warm 
bath by the fpace of nine dayes to putrifie, every day ftirv- 
ringit with a wo.dden ladle four or five times, and cover the 
eucurbite again with a tile,-fetting a weight of lead upon it, 
at the nine dayes end take your veffel out of the Balmo^.^ind - 
that which is in it,fi:rein it in^o an earthen veffell giafed,and 
ftrein it hard untill the matter drie. Then take this dry pouder; 
and putit into his cucurbite,and cover it with a tile,and keep it 
in a warm place untill I teach you what you fiiall do^With it. 

!• The moift liquor which is drawn from it will be red, for 
the Element of fire is ther,e prefent with the-air and the wa-. 
ter, put that liquor into a eucurbite of firone, and puf on a head^ 
and lute it well, and let it in Balnee with a Receiver well luted, 
and diftill away all the water, witli the air feyerally from. 
the fire in a boyling bath, until there will no more diftd, 
and the fire wiU paffe^ away ^ in the bottorae, then take away 
th€ veffel opt of the bath and ftop it well untill I teach thee 
whatis further to be done. ' - 

j 2. Then take again the ftone eucurbite wherein your ponder* 
is contained, which X bad you before to keep, and pour on 
the fire and the aire, andffirvit well with a wooden ladie,and 
fet it in a warm bath nine dayes mord, and cover it with a 
tile,and'flir it four or five times every day with a ladle as 
you did afore. And when the nine daies are paft, ftrein but 
that which is in the Veffel, and pour the liquor into a glafed- 
veffel, therelfdue of the pouder put into another veffel, as 
you did before, and keep itTo long untill I teach thee haw to- 
draw out the combufiible oyje. ; . ^ ^ v 

3 . Then take again the Veffel wli^ein your fire is^ and 
mingle your liquor with it which you keep in your ^glafed vefr 
fel, where y our fire and aire is, and fet a head uponThe veff. 
fel where your matter is, and lute it^ and fet it iiiand 
fet a receiver to the bill of the head, then diftill out the war 
ter and air with a boyling bath until no.more,wiU diftilfi and 
you fhall have in the receiver water and aire, take them away, 
and take the Veffel out of Balnea, and you ftiall find remain^ 
ing in the bottorae like thick Turpentine, and that is the Ele- 
■ ' ra'enc 
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ment/ of fire mingled with many Feces. Now the fire is to 
be feparated from the Feccs.in this ma.nner,pour on your wa¬ 
ter and aife upon that from whence you draw it, and ftir it 
with a fpoon, and cover it with a tile, and let it fettle four 
'dayes, and the Feces will fall into the-bottome, and pour 
out foftiy tbat that is clear into a dean cucurbite, that no 
Feces'pafTe^withallfiop the Veffel wherein the Feces’are,and 
fet it fey. But'that Vefiel that containeth the water fire, ana 
aire, fet it in Baheo with a. head and receiver fitted and well 
luted, and diftill the water and aire in that fame degree. And 
when it will diftill no more, take away the receiver: Let the 
veffel cool,'and you■(^11 find in the'Bottome your fire,which 
keep in his veflcl w^l ftopped, and pour in your water and 
aire again uyoh thd Feces,from whence you did draw them, 
’and itir them vdthafpoon, and let it fettle four dayes, then 
pour it out foFtly from his Feces into the veffell that hold- 
eth your fife, fo that no Feces be mingled withallj COveryour 
veiFell wherein your Feces remam, and fet it up. But your 
yeflel, wherein your water, air, and fire,Is fet again lii Ba/neo 
as f fhewed you, and diftill away the water and aire, for they 
two doe alwaies paffe away together, and the fire'remaineth 
in the bottonie. Pour on the mter and air again upon the 
Feces, and -ftir it vpk fpoon, then let it fettle four dayes, 
^ '(thisis how the third repetition, whereby you have feparated 
the water and aire from the Feces,) and that which is clear 
pour out into the Yeflel that holdeth your fire. Then put 
ytour Feces-unto the firff which I bad you keep^ in the which, 
your corabuftiblehyle- is.-For how you have drawn your-fire 
put of yoyr Feces: therefore' diftill your water-With the air, 
and when it will diftiH no more, take away your Veffelh and 
you ftiall finde in the bottbme the EleraeiTt of fire not yet 
pure , but fpul and-full of dreg.k,'^'pOiir^n'therefore the 
w^ter and air agaih, and llif it) a fpoon or la¬ 

dle, cover it, and let it ftarid, and fettle • four dayes, then pour 
out that which is clear into another clean veffel, and fet afide 
the Veffel wherein your Feces are. But the Vcftel wherein 
your fire, water, and pyle are, fet it in Baineo to diftill as 
long as it-will diftil,then-take it out-, an’d pouf the liquor di- 
- ftilled 
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ftilled into the veflell where yourfcccs are, and doe as I taught 
you towork witl? the feces, untillyou have your clement of fire 
without any feculent or groffe (ubftancc. 

When you have diftillcd away the water and air from the fire, 
and fufFeredit to fettle four dayes, and that all be clear without 
any feces, then (hall you have your pure fire. Therefore put all 
youf feces together unto your firft feces, where your combuftbile 
oyleis. Afterward take a great ^^ucurbite ofglafle, and put all 
' your three Elements into it, and fetit inafhes with a Limbeck 
and a Receiver fitted and luted, and kmdlea gentle fire, firft in 
yotjr furnace, and increafe it moreand more, uncill the fire and air 
be paflcd,and .that your Limbeck begin to wax red within. Then 
a»ke the heat of your fire moderate, untill all your element of 
fire bepafled, and the head red likeblonri, and the water and air 
fhall fwim uponitlike oyle; by this mcahesthefe three Elements 
fhallbe brought to their higheft cflence, and be perfedly redified. 
Takeaway the Receiver, and ftopit diligently, untill your earth 
be prepared,, and know, that in the duft and feces there remaincth 
yet acombuftible oyle, whichyoumay extradby adifcenfory,if 
you will. It is good againft the Cold Gout, for Members ber^om- 
med, andSinews too much mollified. If thou be weary of this 
labour, put this powder or feces into a reverberatory, that they 
may be mingled with a gentle fire,' untill it be as white as fno w j 
which being done, putitintoalarge cucurbite offtone, and pour ' 
on a great quantity of water twice diftilled, it is not material 
how much water you pour ©n^ andftir it well with a woodden 
ladle or fpeon five or fix times, alwayes cover it diligently with 
a tile, and after four dayes fuffer it to cool, and let ieftand four 
'dayes and fettle, then pour out the deer from the feces warilyinto 
another clean veftell, and pour onfreflidiftilkd water as bef^e, 
ftir it ,with your fpoon, and keep it two dayes in Baheo as before, 
then fufier it to c6ol and fettle > andppur out the clear from the 
feces, and put it to the firft water j doe this the third time, and 
then caft away the feces, for they are good for nothing: All your 
waters that you have drawn, diftill by Balnea , or, for the more 
fpeed, by afhes,that all the water may rife, and that there remain 
inthebottomeaduftymarter, pour on diftilkd water again, ftir 
it, and keep it in Balnea by the fpace of four and twenty houres, 
LI I then , 
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then let it cool and fettle, and pour out that Which is clear gently 
from the feces / Pourc on again more common water upon them, 
andftirit, kt it in Salaeo ten or twelve hourcs, takeitour, let it 
fettle, and poure the clear unto the firft W 2 U:er, and caft away the 
fecesjthe^ar'c nothing worth. Repeat this work fo of ten, untiil 
diere remain no fecesafcer it hath fetkd. Then (hail you have 
your earth redified from all his fec«, which you flaall congeal and 
dry,that it may be like powder car duft: Then joyn that with you^ 
x)ther elements in the glaffe, and it will ftraight refolv£ into his 
element, for the element of Water is there prefent ;fetf hem all 
together ina fornaee upon alhes, put on a Head with a Receiver 
well luted the head muft have a holein the top,- that with a run- 
nell the liquaur may be poured in,and alwayes ftbpped fafely.Make 
your fire in your furnac^f ft gentle, afterward greater, untUl that, 
that is fermented, doe pafle j but all is not to be drawn out, but 
about half a fextary of the liquour with the water, that the matter 
may remain moift ; for if you (hould drive out all, it would can- 
geale into an hard mafte,and break the glalps in the furnace. Then 
open the hole which is in the top of the H^d, and with afunnell 
poure inthat which is in the Receiver j but firft k muft be made 
Warm , leaft by pouring in the cold liquour the glafie doe break, . 
but ifymi fuffer t^e |ia^ to cool, you may poure it in without any 
danger*. Repeat this inhibition ten or twelve times, afterwa^ 
diftill Gut whatfoever will be d iftilied, folbng as any thing will 
pafle by the neck of the Limbeck; Tor after this tenth diftilla- 
tion, the earth wiU be no more congealed, but will reft in the 
bottome like a red golden Oil. Inbibe it again, ‘pouring on the 
liquour , and diftilling it untiil all the elements paffe together by 
the Limbeck, and that nothing at all doe remain in the bottome pf 
veffell. Then give thanks' to G©d for his marvellous gifts, 
which he hath diftributed unt© his Philofophers, and hath given 
them fo great knowledgeof things as they uttered in this*Work, 
whkh k altogether heavenly, and rather divine then humane: 
For it is a great marvell in this life, that raans-underftanding can 
bring thefeinferipur things to fo great perfeftion that they have 
attained, everrto the higheft degree of vertue. Truly it is the work 
of the Holy Ghoft,whic4 hath put it intothemindes of men. For 
J do^afacm, that wtofoever hath this heatb fo prepared, that he 
V ' 
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may help all the infirmities of mans body j, whether they be 
curable or uncurable, except naturall death, which is ordained 
before unto every man of ^od. Yea, this I dare be bold to 
fay,that if a man doc ufe daily the weight of one icruple of this 
Quinteffenee, or the C^inteffence of Sugar,and'potableGold,. 
wherein Pearles are dillblved , or the; Quinteffence of Selan- 
dine, thatman by Cods help ftiall not die before the day of 
the great judgement- for the humours in mans body can by 
mo meanes predominate one over another, as in the thirty fix 
Chapter of Vegetals is taught, where is treated of the Qtfint- 
effence of all Medicinall things, and there it is fhewed, that by 
Gods, help the life of man may be prolonged even untiil that 
day, void and Tree from all difeafes and fickneffe. And fur¬ 
ther, that man niay be preferved in the ftate he was in at thirty 
yeares ofage, and in the fame firengthand force of wit;, and 
apoii that doe all the Philofophers agree, that a man may con¬ 
tinue in the fame fiate as long as in an earthly Paradife. 
is fo plainly and at large fhewed in that Chapter, that will you, 
nill you, you fliall be inforced to conceive it in, your mind to 
heleeveit, and to confelfe itto betrue: Therefore it is not 
needful! to reafpn much of the Torce and qualities of this 
Quintefrence,but wbatfoever diieafe a man.be infedled withail,' 
give him to drink with Wine fo mucji of this Quinteffence as 
n nutfhell will hold, and in fhort fpace he fhall be htaled, as it. 
were miraculoufly, according as the difeafeis, violent or geh- 
de.' But ifyou give this ^inteflence to drink, mixed with the 
Quinteffence of Sugar, with potable Gold,wherein Pearles are 
diffolved, and with the Quinteffence ofSelandine^ whhinone 
day ypu fhall cure all the difeafes whatfoever they ^; here¬ 
by it doth appear, that it is rather a divine worOmn humane.' 
Therefore give God the praife, and take heed that you doe ' 
not utter this fecret, for Tyrahts would by that means prolong 
their lives, thatthey might bring topafTe their.wicked pur- 
pofes, whereof both you and I fhould be the occafion. There¬ 
fore keep it fecret, for it is one of the greateft fecrets araongft 
all the vegetals, whereunto no treafiire raay be compared. - 
Work therefore, and diftribute liberally unto the poor, and 
God fhall give thee eternall felicity, 

Vertueincreafeth bj exercife. Ill 2 The 
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The Spagyrick^ Antidot ary:: of the preparation and making of 
Medicines againfi gm-Jhot, tak^n 'ontef the Chimrgery if 
Jofephus, C^rfitanus. 

I T is an old and true faying of the Poet, that there is nothing 
more imperious than an ignorant man , which thinketh no¬ 
thing well done, but that he doth himfelf, which thing, as it 
may be feen in many other Arts, yet moft efpecially in this, 
which is called the Spagyrick Art. For we fee every where cer¬ 
tain men, I know not what they be, puffed up with a certain' 
barbarous and fodlifh pride, which with greatfeorne inveigh 
againfi thofe Medicines which a’re drawn out of the metalline 
Mines: which notwithftanding it is apparent ■ were in ufe,and 
Had in great eftimation with the cheif antient Phlfitians, as 
we have declared.in. that book, which we have fetforth of the 
Spagyrickprepafation,of Medicines. And what,I pray you, is 
the caufe of this anger, or rather madnefle, but that (as they 
themfelves confeffe ) they know not the preparation of them.? 

. O happy Arts, if onely Artificers might judge ofthem,as Fa-- 
him is reported fometimesto have faid: Then are they un- 
. happy, of whom the ignorant and‘unlearned fear not fo rafh- 
ly to give judgement,which' neveryetunderftood from whence, 
or why,this is called the Spagyrick Art, which learned men of 
two greek words have fo named; becaufe by that Art a certain 
fubtilland fpirituall nature is drawn,gathered, and prefled out, 
wherein the force and effect of the Medicine doth cheifly con- 
fift; the ‘greatand incomparable commodity whereof, as it. 
appeareth in many other difeafes, fo fhall it cheifly be known 
in curing wounds ,by gun-ftiotAs I truft ( God willing ) it 
fhall much more happily be tried -and found out, by the pre¬ 
parations of Medicines aniraallj vegetable, andminerall, and 
by other Effences drawn out of Mercury, Sulphur, Vitriol, 
Arfenick, Iron, Copper, Lead, and Litarge,' andalfooutof 
Antimony, and fach other mineral's, as alfo out of the groffe 
and fat bodies of fimple nietals, of whom it is farreoff, that 
the force fhould be fo great ( although the antient Phifitians 
have ufed them to cure Wounds and Ulcers, as their Writings 

doe 
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doe teftifie ) as the force of their fpirits^ which may becalled, 
as it were, their foules. But peradventure fome of thofe back¬ 
biters will fay, why are not we content with thofe Medicines 
and Remedies, wdiich the learned Antiquity hath delivered 
unco us, and thatand G’^//m/the antient Pillars of 
our Art, and others, have fetforth in their Monuments? why 
feek we new wayes never heard of before, efpecially unknown 
to the Apothecaries ? But fome of us will anfwer , thatthe 
onely remedy Mercury precipitate, is the onely remedy (to 
paffe over other )'which very lately they have begun to ufe 
in curing of Wounds by gun-fhot, and other maligne Ulcers, 
were fufficient to anfwer this their queftion,yea,and to reprove. 
their folly joyne'd with intollerable pride. But if authority'be • 
asked for,I think Gejner^ Gmr^ter^An'dernac'kiSe'verine, (to pafle 
over a great many other) will be for us of great authority with 
the learned, as thefe flanderers; efpecially, becaufe the learn¬ 
ing ofthefe famous men is confirmed by their learned Wri- j- 
_ tings and Monuments^ that thofe*tongues might count it 
great honour unto them, to cohfeffe themfelves their Schol- 
ier's. It were eafie forme to bring forth many other argu¬ 
ments, if I did not feethe folly of thefe back-biters to be fo 
gredt, whereof truly I am afliamed , efpecially when I behold 
fomeof their books lately fet forth, whereifk, contrary to the 
purpofe ofthe Treatife, ftrange things are ihforced, that ( as 
the old Proverb faith ) the ointment feemeth to eontift , in 
nothing,' as though they pertain to the purpofed, treating of 
curing the Gout , jtertain inveftiye digreflions I know not 
what of the beginning of things,, of the originall of metals and 
Philofophers flone ( which of them i^, called Morofophoem ) 
or did in any point feemto agree with it. Therefore-again 
and again I am inforced to cry out^ O h appy ArtI, if onely 
Artificers might judge of them. How farre unlike was the 
purpofe of many old men , the which if they were ignorant of 
anything, which they underftood was known of others,..even 
in farre diftant Countries, they fparedno labour to goe fee 
them. ' inflamed with defire to learn thq^e things which 

he knew not, went into zAE^pt, and after toTarentum, xa Ar~ 
chitas, and over zW JtaLy, to hear the other Pythagorical Phi- 

. lofophers,. 
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lofophers ; Afollonitis Tymim travelled through the' king- 
dome of and paffed oyer the Mountain and 

yifited the Albanes^Scythians^ Majfagets, and all the rich king- 
domes Ofafterwards was carried unto the SrachmaneSf 
and he^rd farehds in his chaire of gold difputing of the hidden 
caufes of things, and of the hidden myfteries of nature ; from 
thence by the Elamites, Babylonians, Chaldees, Medes, Ajfiri- 
ans, Arabians, zndPalefiines, he tetmned to Alexandria, and 
from thence went into Ethiopia to hear the Gymnofophifis, and 
f O'learn their fecret and hidden ArtSr This vertuc is truly to 
he follo wed, and not the fluggifhncfTe of-thofe flouthful fol- . 
towers, which having fcarce once moved their foot from their 
country fires, yet wilt difallow this Spagerick Are,'and think 
no further labour to be taken in fearching of the truth, when 
nofwithftanding , that Art doth make open unto us the mar¬ 
vellous and hidden fecrets of nature;‘neither in my judge- 
ment are they unworthily contemned of thofe, which with 
their manifold perils a.nd travels have fought out thofe fecrets 
of nature. But, I pray you, what foolifhneffe is this, to forbid 
iis toufe any other Medicines, then thofe which were known 
in old time ?' As though Rhabarbe, then which no Medicine 
is more inufe this day, then were known to the old Phifitians: 
further, to what purpofe is it, that they objed unto us jhe Sul¬ 
phury metalline venomous Brinks (as they call them) by wbofe 
imell and drawn breath (for thefe are their cdTntumelious 
words)' they be almoflftrangled that come into the dens of 
thofe cjclops } hnt isit unknown unto thofe flanderers and 
Sycophants, that the old Phifitians made very many Medicines 
©fmoft filthy thingsi«as of the filth of the eares, fweat of the 
body,dfy^omens menfirues- ( to that which is horrible to be 
fjpoken ;) of the duhgof man and other beafts. Spittle, Urine, 
fires. Mice, the afhes of an Owles head, the hoves of Goats 
and AfTes, the Wormes Ofa rotten_tree, and the feurfe of 
Mules,asmay be gathered ont of the Writings oi Galen, Aetiw, 
n>Egineta,.Diofcor‘Marcel. Vim. Serap. to paffethe raetallines, 
which it is evi4ent they did alfo ufe.^ Truly, when I confider 
wth rayfelf the pride of thefe fooles, which difdain this me¬ 
talline partof P%fick , which after their manner contume- 
• ' Uoufly, 
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iioufly they call Chjmricam, and therefore can neither help 
their own, nor many other difeafes. I call to minde a Sto- 
rie, peradveiiture known unto them of Herachto EphJtOyWhkW 
being lick of a dropfie, dfefpifingthe help of Phyfitians, an- 
nointiftg himfelf over With cow-dung, fet himfelfin the Suii 
to drie,and falling afleep was torn in pieces of dogs : but 
thefe are rjgore then fufeiently anfwered unto thefe fook 
and iianderers. ' r. 

Now I will declare what is my purpofe and fcope in the 
Treatife - verily to preferibe plainly hereafi:er,not thofe things, 
which are already common, or (as it is commonly faid)kndwn 
to blind men and Barbers, lefl: I might feem tcvimitate thole 
that ?fe to write Rh/^ffodias. , and heaps, but the method -and 
way of preparing Medicines by Spagerick art, that pertain 
unto Gunlhot, which d know are yet unknown unto many 
Phyfitians and Chirurgians, And this lean truly confefie, 
thatl aminduced fortwocaufes to doeit: Firft, to provoke 
thofe that^ are better learned, if they have any better Medi^- 
cines to utter them;;,as 4lfo that.-p might fpecially help niy 
countrie and mankmde : unto the which ( the more is the 
grief) there is too much need of .thofe kinde of Medicines 
in thefe mofi: lamentable and crugll times, wherein it hath fo 
long been bloudded y^ith dbmeftical and civil wars.; but to 
incounter with their flanders vfhieh, cry out, that thefe kind 
of: Medicines, doe not oinely : require lo.ng and diffic.ile pre¬ 
paration, but alfo that they are fo dear that every one can¬ 
not eafily ufe them. I have thought good therefore firft 
to fet down common Medicine^ and then to ’eptue to thofe 
which I doe far more efte^..^,.^as^ .in4e^.d ,rheyn.ar^^ 
more excellent then the fither,^as by their prep^r^ion you 
may know. Albeit alfo I,have determined tp have ponfide- 
rationof the poor and common Spuldier, and: to f€t- 
them apart thatftiall help the rich.,; ^ n - - ' ) .

Out of the feces which remaines is drawn a Salt, firft bebig 
calcined with a “fire of reverberation, diflolving it with his 
proper menftrua,or common water diftilled, filterinjgf'and coa¬ 
gulating it three timesit is;good for all rotten Ulifers. This 
Salt you fhall mingle with his proper burning Oil Recording to 
art, and you fliall reap greater commodity thereof then is 
kwfull to be fpoken. 

Take of Honey notfeparated from his Wax ft. a Tartar 
made into powder«ife. i. let them putrifie together in dung 
fifteen dayes,’ahd diftill it by a Ret0r£,and there Will firft come 
a clear water,then a yellowilh; put thefe again upon the dead 
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head, and putrifie it again other fifteen dayes, after diftill it 
again,and this doe three times,and you fhall have an excellent 
oyle of Honey. 

Take Butter firft molten in white Wine, and then diftillic 
with u^iean fire, and there will diftill out an oyle greatly 
fwaging paines and fupplying : So fhall you make oyle of 
Larde and all greafes. 

Take a hundred yolks of Eggs firft fodden hard , put them 
into a Cucurbite,and make fire by degrees,firft there will come 
out a water , after a yellowiftfoylefwimming upon the water, 
laft a thick oyle: The water is good forallfpotsin the face* 
the oyle to appeafe aU griefs and aches. 

Boile Crevefes in water of Orpine in a double veffell well 
ftopped one whole day; after diftill it,pouring the water three 
times upon the feces, then let it be kept, itis very good for in^- 
flammations, burnings, and the 

Th^lperme or feed of Frogs is gathered in themoneth of 
yl/^rcl^jand is diftiUed by a glafle Limbek, and thereof is drawn 
a water very commodious for inflammations and burnings. ; 

EggfheiSjOr the fhellsof Snailes,are reverberated in a fharp 
fire three dayes, until? they be brought inp a very white 
Cake 5 but if they be fprinkled with Vinegar whileft they 
are calcined, the Cake will- be thd lighter, and apter to work 
;his force. ^ _ 

Mercury firft: waftied and prepared, according to Gehen 
prefeription*, d'iffolve with the double weight of common 
Strong-water j then diftill it four times, and pour it fo often 
again upon the feces, and fo itis brought into a. very red pow¬ 
der, out of the which, being reverberate at the fire, and drawn 
away, the fpirits of the Strong-water, which otherwife would- 
move greatpain ^ but it were better, if it werewaftied with 
the flegm of Allum and Vinegar diffilled, and the water of 
Eggs, for by that meanes tlie {harpnefle is taken away. 

But it is better to prepare Mercury with often fublimations, 
and to fix it being quickened again, and purged from his fil- • 
thy earth and fuperfluous humidity, with;the water which we 
deferibed inthebook,by me publifhed, of the Spagyrick 
preparation: Burif all men doe not underftand that deferipti- ^ 
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on for the dairfc^ords of Art, it (hall not be incommodious 
to fix the Mercur^ with common Strong Water, three times 
poured on and drawn away, and to bring it into a red powder,; • 
and that with a fafficient violent fire, that all the fharpneffe- 
and venpme of the menftrew may be drawn away, which (hall 
much the better be. done, if this water following be mingled 
with it, and by often diftiilation feparated. 

- T^ke ofd.iftilled Vinegarii. fi.-theflegra ofAllumlfe. i.fiJ 
cakjof E ggfiieis |.vi- diftill all till it be dry *. Take of this 
waterife. iii. of Mercury precipitate as before ib.i. mingle all 
wellaceprdmgto art, difell it by a Limbeck, pouring the wa¬ 
ter again unto the feces three times, laftofall, dri^ all out 
iuntiirit be-dry, and there will remain a powder in the bottom, 
which grinde upon a Marble, and put it into a Limbeck, pou- 
- ring on the water aforefaid, which you fhali three times diftill 
from the feces as before : Laftly, the Mercury precipitate muft 
he circulated with analcopl of Wine 24. houres: then diftill 
away the fpirit of matter nmy dry, then pour 

again, rand, circulate and diftill it as before, and that 
doe four or five times^ and then you have attained the perfedfe 
preparation of Mercury, whofe qualities cannot be fufficiently 
jc^omraended in curing of fundry difeafes, efpecially of the Pox,^ 
whether it he taken by the ^uth, or applyedto the place 
greived. ' • . , 

Make Amalgama: with |.iiu. of Mercury crude, and|.i. of 
the beft Tinne • fpread this upon a plate of Iron,and let it in a 
moift place,anfeal4 will diffolve into 0yle,it is alfo made with 
Mercury alonej and a plate of Tinne. 

. Mercury, as the manner is, three times fuhlimed with Salt of 
Vitriol, at the laft is mingled with the like portion of fait Ar- 
and again fublimed three or four times, all that fub- 
limate is diflolved into oyje , out of which the fpirit ofthe fait 
Armoniac-k. isto be drawn'away; circulateaU withthe Effence 
of Wine,.and diftill itTo long,until) the oyle have loft his heat 
andftarpneffe, and the Armoniackh^ feparated. 

Tt is alfo reduced by it felf into an oyle, with a- very foft heat 
ofan AthanGr,by long diftanceof time. 

■ Sublime Mercury fo . often, with the fitnple Calx of Eggs 
- ___well 
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well prepared, untilj it be utterly cxtind; to this mixture pour 
^inegar diftilled, alcool fated, rfiatit may cover it four fin¬ 
ders; dtftil the liqupi* from the feces four or five times, until^ 
the Mercury be come into a vee red powder, which you {hall, 
circulate with an afcool of Wine in a PelFtcan eight dayes, 
feparate the alcOol by a Limbeck, and there will remain in the 
bottome, the moft pretious and fweet Balm of Mercury: It , 
healeth all defperate lllcers,and alfo iarhunculam in vefica, and 
greatly helpeth thefe Wounds by gun-fhot. All other prepa¬ 
rations of Mercury, and the manner of ufing it, you fhall ga¬ 
ther out of the book which wetately fet forth. 

Upon the filings of Iron often waflaed with fak water, pour 
fharp Vinegar, that it may cover it four fingers, fet it upon 
warm afhes eight dayes, every day moving the matter, and 
feparating theVinegar which will be coloured, and pouring on 
again new, and that fo long, till the Vinegar be no more co¬ 
loured, which being vapouredaway, take the powder that re- 
-maioecbjn the bottome, and fublime it with a tike portion of 
Armomac\-~'^tria:^^^ (hall return againfo often 

upon his feces, and fublime again untill there ,appearthe-co- 
lour of a Ruble; then caflml into fcatdingwacer, that the 
felt may diflolve them, by and by put to cold water, and the 
Balm of will reft in die botlomelike the calx of Gold 5 
pour away the water,and put to frefh again, that the Balm may 
bemadefweer. 

Of this with the fpirit of Wine alcolizat fey circulations, 
you fhail make afed oyle/moft exceHent forallinwardHe- 
rtieroides, or iftues of blood, and to ftrehgthen the bowels, if 
one drop bemixed with eonferve ofRofeSj Or Confery, jor gi- 
v'en with Wine-, 

The filings pfiro n firft well waftied, you ftiall calcine with 
the flower of Sulphur, or diffolve with Strong Water, then 
pour onvery fliarp Vinegar, and fet it in a warm place cer¬ 
tain dayes, then reverberate it with an open fire, as Art cbm- 
mandeth , one'whole-day gathering alwaycs the flowers 
which remain above,iintili all be Gonvertedinto a very redai^L' 
light powder. - 

After the fame manner you fhail make the Balme, Oyle, 
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andC&ocus of Copper, out of the which, with the four flahie. • 
of Vitriol, circulating all artificially^ you (hall draw a blei^^’ -.''? 
ifti Vitriol, whofe qualities we have defcribed in anothei^^• 
.place/. ■ : ^ 

Out of calcinedis drawn a fweetifli falt in Balnei - * 

with diftifled Vinegaf, pouring itfo often upon the Feces un- 
r till it draw nopore: Themenftrew evaporated, the fait re- 
raaineth in the bottome, which by often diflolutions, and coa¬ 
gulations, is made Chriftaline, and afterward eafily diflblved 
into oyle, being fet in a mpift place; But if you circulate this 
Chriftaline fait ina Pellican, withtheakool ofWine fifteen 
dayeSj/and after take away the menftrew by diftillatioa, and 
put to new-Wine and circulate if, putting to a fit dofe of chri- 
ftaiineialt off artaf,you fhallniake a Balm fweeter then Sugar, 
which will marvelloufly prevail againft all maligne Ulcers and 
difeafes of the eyes. 

Becoft-Antimony made in powder, with a capitall Lie pre¬ 
prepared of Tartar calcined, and Sope afties, and quick Limes,^ 
the Ipace of one Tour, then let it co ol, pourin&upon it a little 
Ykregar ,7andchefe will app'ear a certain redneffe fwimming 
upon it^ which youfhall gather; chen again let it boilfor one 
hourior two, again let it coGl,and gather that which fwimmeth 
up ; doe thisfo often, until there appear no more redneffe; 
for it is the Sulphur of Antimony,whieh dried at a foft fire,you 
fhall keep if 

Mingle Antimony'With Sugar and Allum; and put all into 
a Retort of glafle, make a foftfire for four or five houres, 
afterward increafe it, arid there will come but an Oyle red 
like bloud: Tt isalfo done with Mercury fublimate, but great 
heed is to be taken, left any errour be committed in the degree 
of fire. ^ 

Boil Sulphur prepared with oyle of Linfeed, with a very foft 
fire,and itwill be like bloud congealed : I.<tthe. piktt£w^i:ool,
